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Quotes from the LIBEBTERBEAU: 
There arecurrent moves to expand labelling 
requirements to ice cream and other dairy 
products vhich are not currently required 
to show consumers what they are "being fed. 
I got some information from our local Briar- 
patch Food Co-op which reveals why the food 
industry is resisting this development. 

They use "Air Inject Freezers" which 
injects air into ice cream. This process 
may produce ice cream which is as much as 
60J» air. This boosts profits. But to use 
this process, the food industry must use 
"stabilizers" and "emulsifiers" so the air 
doesn't escape and cause full packages to 
become half -full by the time tfcey are sold. 

Now synthetics are used to replace all, 
or most of the milk, cream, and fresh fla- 
vorings. There are presently some 3000 
adulterants presently used in dairy products. 

Thknk of ice cream which you buy in a 
store as a mixture of anti-freeze, oil paint, 
nitrate solvents, and lice killers and you 
von't be far wrong. The label on your store- 
TDought ice cream does not show the following 
ingredients (which are, nevertheless used in 
the commercial product io%. of* 7 ice cream): 

DIETHYL GLUCOL; cheap chemical used as 
an emulsifier instead of eggs. This same 
chemical is used in antifreeze and paint 
remover. 

PIPERANOL : a pesticide designed for 
the extermination of lice. It is used to 
replace vanilla. 

ALDEHYDE C17: Inflammaoe. liquid used 
in aniline dyes, plastics, or rubber. Re- 
places fresh cherry flavor. 

ETHYL ACETATE: A cleaner for leather 
& textiles. Its vapors have been known to 
cause chronic lung, liver, and heart damage. 
Replaces fresh pineapple flavor. 

BUTYRALDEHYDE: An ingredient in rubber 
cement. -^Replaces fresh hut flavor. 

AMYL ACETATE: An oil paint solvent. 
Replaces fresh' banana flavor. 

BENZYL ACETATE: A nitrate solvent. It 
replaces fresh strawberry flavor. 

I didn't have these specific facts se- 
veral years ago. But in the last 7 years, 
I've always cranked out my own ice cream in 
a home freezer, using real cream and fresh 
flavors. Bon apetit! 



The International Defense Journal re- 
veals some specific information about the 
new Soviet tanks. There has been quite a 
lot of confusion about the T6U/T72 series. 
The latest hypothesis is the T6U has the 
same 115mm gun of the T62, but with Laser 
or stereoscopic sights. The T6U is also 
slightly better protected. This T6k seems 
to be the 2000 "T72s" reported decoyed to 
units in East Germany. 

But the T72 ( 125mm gun with Laser sight) 
is now in series production and is supposed- 
ly a very advanced tank. 

The T80 is now in prototype form: it 
has triple-layer armor ( supposedly similar 
to the British chobham armor); 125mm laser 
sighted gun; and a lower silouette than the 
T72. The Swiss information also suggests it 
has a particle-beam weapon, but this is dis- 
counted in HAT0. They think it's only some 
designator for remote projectiles of some 
sort . 

Three other prototype tanks are being 
developed in the west for series production 
in the early or mid-'80's. West Germany is 
developing a Kpz3 MBT; Switzerland is test- 
ing a Lambourghini design; -and Sweden has 
the UDES-11 project going (a turreted tank). 

One more thing., the Soviet T80 also 
has variable suspension similar to the MBT 
70 project which was discontinued.

He's not yet finished studying the 
rules, and has not decided to take the po- 
sition. He may hsve fun playing around with 
all the diplomacy, ho-rover. Maybe he'll even 
take the position. After all, he has a few 
weeks to decide before Germany can attack. 
The only other position that we need filled 
in this game is a US player. We have players 
for the following positions: GERMANY, ITALY, 
TURKEY, SPAIN, RUSSIA, ENGLAND , FRANCE, and 
JAPAN. You will note that with the current 
turn, Germany has completed his conquest of 
Scandinavia and the Low Countries, thus 
finishing his 1939 campaign. Italy, having 
conquered Greece, is stumbling a bit in Yugo- 
slavia. Iran is still holding out well vs. 
fche Russian-Turkish invasion. To play in 
the 19^0 scenario, you need to familiarize 
yourself with the Armored Barbarism rules.
